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RECYCLE.

STEP 2: CAREFULLY REMOVE SPENT LAMPS according to
the tanning bed manufacturer’s directions.

STEP 3: DO NOT CRUSH OR BREAK LAMPS - lamps that
contain mercury pose significant health risks.

STEP 4: PLACE LAMPS IN THE BOX provided by your
lighting sales company or a lamp recycler.

STEP 5: Once the box is full, HAVE YOUR LAMPS PICKED
UP FOR RECYCLING.
